allegory about how men low 
their freedom: 


"A while back we heard a 


new twist to the old story about 
how to kill t frog. You can't Mil 
a frog by dropping him in 
boiling water, the speaker said. 
He reacts so quickly to the 
sudden heat that he Jumps out 
before he is hurt. But if you put 
him in cold water and then 
warm it up gradually, he 
doesn't decide to jump until it is 
too late. By then he is cooked. 


"Men are just as foolish, the 


speaker continued. Take away 
their freedom overnight, and 
you have a revolution. But steal 
it away from them gradually— 
under the guise of security, 
peace, or progress—and they 
will not wake up until too late." 


A decade ago while making a 


series of speeches in the South- 
west in behalf of the national 
Committee Against Censorship 
by Taxation I used a similar 
approach in discussing cen- 
sorship. 


An official doesn't come down 


to the newspaper office and 
bluntly tell the editor what to 
print and what not to print. 
Government is too slick to do a 
stupid thing like that. Govern- 
ment accomplishes censorship 
by threatening to make 
publishing a newspaper im- 
possible. 


Thus in Argentina when 


Dictator Peron wished to stop 
the editorial attacks of the 
independent newspaper La 
Prensa he didn't send one of his 
generals down to jail the editor; 
instead, he reduced the amount 
of paper allocated to La Prensa 
(Argentina has to import its < 
paper, and government con- 
trols the allocations), and 
organized La Prensa's labor in 
a government union—putting 
the newspaper out of business. 


The other route by which 


government exercises cen- 
sorship over citizens is through 
discriminatory taxation. 
Examples: 


A private electric company 


seeing government threatening 
to put tax dollars into a com- 
petitive setup takes out ad- 
vertisements to denounce 
"unfair 
competition." 


Government strikes back by 
refusing to allow the private 
company to deduct the ad- 
vertising as a legitimate 
business cost. 


In my own case in the 1960s I 


had carried an editorial fight 
against diversion of the sates 
tax away from the schools, into 
petition campaigns to give the 
people 
a 
popular vote. 


Government ruled, and the 
courts sustained it, that my 
petition expense for a non-profit 
cause was not deductible. 


The government cliche in 


both the private power com- 
pany case and my own was, we 
were "influencing legislation," 
therefore had to pay a tax 
penalty. 


No man knows the lengths 


government will go to until he 
finds himself in collision with it.

Nixon, Tanaka at summit meeting 


HONOLULU (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, beginning a round 
of mid-Pacific conferences to- 
day, put Vietnam first on the 
agenda, then a bid for a billion- 
dollar economic transfusion 
from Japan. 


Before opening formal sum- 


mit talks with visiting Japanese 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, 
Nixon set aside the morning for 
a Vietnam review with El- 
lsworth Bunker, U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to Saigon. 


The President and Mrs. Nix- 


on were on hand at Hickam Air 
Force base — a major target of 
Japan's 
1941 attack 
that 


brought the United States into 
World War II — to welcome the 
stocky Tanaka, who was in- 
stalled as prime minister only 
last month. 


The President and his ad- 


visers hope two days of ses- 
sions with Tanaka will produce 
a formal agreement by Japan 


to place an extra billion dollars 
on orders for American goods 
ranging from jet aircraft to 
feed grain. 


Actually, the U.S. govern- 


ment would like Japan to up 
the ante to $2 billion, but pre- 
liminary talks in Tokyo in- 
dicated the lesser amount was 
more likely. 


Americans currently are buy- 


ing Japanese goods worth $3.8 
billion more than they are sell- 
ing to the Japanese each year. 
This imbalance is one factor 
behind the weakness of the dol- 
lar in international money mar- 
kets. 


Nixon and Tanaka will also 


talk about developing ties be- 
tween their two countries and 
China. 


While in Hawaii, the Presi- 


dent and Mrs. Nixon are sched- 
uling some activities that pre-

Commercial fishing 
is Offtf for Mi//wood 


Beginning at daylight on Tuesday, Sept. 5, three 


Arkansas lakes will be added to the list of those waters 
open to commercial fishing. They are Millwood, Harris 
Brake, and Overcup. 


Legal tackle will be licensed gill and trammel nets of 


no smaller than three-inch bar mesh. The special 
commercial season on these lakes will end at the same 
time as the regular commercial fishing season—April 30 
of nest y«ar. 


According to Fisheries Chief Bill Keith this special 


aeaaon is being opened in order that commercial 
fishermen may remove some of the large rough fish not 
normally taken by hook-and-line fishermen, e.g., buffalo, 
carp, and drum, and thereby help maintain a balanced 
population of fish species in these lakes. 


Keith stated that this is to be especially effective on 


Harris Brake and Overcup because these two lakes will 
be undergoing drawdowns at this time and the fish will be 
concentrated in a smaller volume of water. He also said 
that while the fish are thus concentrated in these lakes 
the desirable predacious fishes, such as bass, crappie, 
and catfish, can more easily catch and eat the small 
rough fish, converting the total pounds of fish in the lakes 
to more desirable species.

Kissinger told reporters a 


Nixon-Tanaka communique had 
been blocked out in general 
terms in advance of the Hawaii 
summit, as a result of a Kissin- 
ger mission to Tokyo earlier 
this month and meetings be- 
tween Japanese leaders and the 
American ambassador there. 


An estimated 5,000 Hawauans 


turned out to greet the Nixons 
when they arrived in a rain 
shower.

Russian naval bases 
in Egypt may close 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet Union may soon be 
forced to give up its naval 
bases in Egypt, some in- 
telligence sources here say. 


Relations between the two 


countries have been rapidly de- 
teriorating in recent months 
and President Anwar Sadat of 
the United Arab Republic al- 
ready has told the Russians to 
withdraw their air force and 
army units. 


Sources report a growing be- 


lief in Washington's intelligence 
community that the Russian 
navy may soon follow suit. 


There have been reports of a 


secret meeting in which Sadat 
told his subordinates the Soviet 
navy would leave Egypt. Offi- 


cials here say they know about 
the meeting but cannot confirm 
the reports, They say they are 
inclined to accept an earlier 
statement by Sadat that the 
Russians could continue to use 
the naval facilities. 


But one official said it was 


"significant, or at least inter- 
esting" that Moscow has not 
commented on Sadat's state- 
ment. 


Sources say there has not yet 


been any change in Russian use 
of their naval installations at 
Alexandria, Mersa Matruh and 
the Gulf of Sollum on the Lib- 
yan border.

cover-ups" have drawn Demo- 
cratic claims of "nitpicking" in

McGovern's campaign has "at- 
tenpted to hold its candidate 
out to the public as above repr- 
oach, his organization has in 
fact resorted to devious cover- 
ups in various fund raising ac- 
tivities," GOP National Chair- 
man Robert J. Dole said 
Wednesday. 


Dole called for a probe by the 


General Accounting Office— 
which the audit agency said is 
already under way. "I believe 
there is substantial 
evidence 


that the McGovem campaign 
apparatus has committed at 
least seven serious violations" 
of the new political finance law, 
Dole said in a letter to GAO. 


A GAO official said, "We 


plan to give this the same type 
of treatment we gave the Re- 
publicans." 


F r a n k 
M a n k i e w i c z , 


McGovern's national political 
director, told reporters that 
GAO already had begun a "rou- 
tine" audit of McGovern fi- 
nances before Dole asked for it. 


For Dole "to accuse the 


McGovern campaign of the 
kind of violations that 
are 


talked about in this letter," 
Mankiewicz said, "is somewhat 
like a man caught on the street 


after a bank robbery with the 
cash in a sack calling in the 
police to arrest a jaywalker he 
sees crossing the street. I don't 
think anybody is fooled by 
this." 


Dole 
charged 
that 
the 


McGovern campaign received 
at least $10,000 from a Lxmdon- 
based committee called "Amer- 
icans for McGovem Abroad," 
which has not registered with 
the federal flections office. 
Mankiewicz said there is such a 
group, it did contribute $10,000, 
"and so far as I know it has 
not registered." 


But, Mankiewicz said, there 


is "some doubt in the law as to 
whether foreign committees 
were required to file. We'll 
clear that up, and that com- 
mittee will file very shortly." 


On other matters, Dole said 


there are reports that some 
McGovern supporters bought 
tickets at prices of at least $2,- 
000 for a Madison Square Gar- 
den rally, but the purchasers 
have not been individually iden- 
tified. 


Mankiewicz said the rally fol- 


lowed an initial filing period 
deadline, and "if there were 
such contributions" they could 
be included in a later report.

All but one 
were tracked down on the 
ground and arrested, and the 
ransom paid them was recov- 
ered. The exception was a hi- 
jacker who surrendered to au- 
thorities in 
Honduras 
and 


claimed to have sent the $303,- 
000 in ransom to recipients in 
Red China. 


Of the 27 persons involved in 


the 20 hijackings, Shaffer said, 
three were killed and 17 were 
taken into custody by U.S. offi- 
cials. 


A man and a woman hijacked 


an airliner to Algeria June 2 
after collecting $500,000 in ran- 
som, and three men and two 
women similarly made their 
way to Algeria with a $1 mil- 
lion ransom July 31. 


In both cases the Algerian 


government returned the mon- 
ey to the U.S. airlines involved 
and now has control of the hi- 
jackers. 


The present status of the 17 


persons arrested in the 20 hi- 
jack cases: three have been 
convicted and sentenced to 
prison terms of up to 45 years; 
one has been convicted and is 
awaiting sentencing; one was 
committed to a mental in- 
stitution, and 12 are awaiting 
trial.

The three classes of cancer 


together comprise 38,000 of the 
640,000 new cases of cancer in 
the United States. 


Twenty-five years ago, the 


average survival of leukemia 
victims was measured in weeks 
and months. Today, it is at 
least three to four years and a 
few patients have been known 
to live from 12 to 15 years or 
more. 


Dr. C. Gordon Zubrod of the 


National1 Cancer Institute said 
recently the most up-to-date 
evidence suggests that various 
combinations of chemicals can 
provide normal life expectancy 
for patients with such malig- 
nancies as acute leukemia, 
Hodgkins' disease and lym- 
phoma. 


He said combinations of 


drugs also have been successful 
in causing complete remis- 
sions—or temporary control of 
the symptons—in growing num- 
bers of patients among the 85 
per cent cancer victims suffer- 
ing from solid tumors like those 
of the breast and lung. 


Dr. Moloney, who introduced 


reporters to Dr. Boris Lapin, 
the chief investigator of the So- 
viet leukemia project, said he 
felt it was obvious that the So- 
viets had succeeded in isolating 
some form of virus but said it 
was not necessarily a human 
leukemia virus. 


In any case, he said, the de- 


velopment could have impor- 
tant implications for the control 
of leukemia and other malig- 
nancies. 


Moloney said a team of NCI- 


sponsored scientists is sched- 
uled to go to Moscow in Octo- 
ber to obtain some of the Soviet 
viral material and to give So- 
viet scientists samples of 32 vi- 
ruses isolated by the Ameri- 
cans—one of which is under 
suspicion of acting as a pos- 
sible human cancer virus.

Jets destroy 
ammunition 
dump in VN

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. Navy 


pilots destroyed a giant ammu- 
nition depot in North Vietnam 
Wednesday, the U.S. Command 
reported today. Fliers from the 
carrier Kitty Hawk said their 
bombs caused 100 secondary 
explosions and seven large fires 
at the Dong Ngan depot 13 
miles northeast of Vinh. 


Pilots from the carrier Ori- 


skany hit a major fuel depot a 
mile west of Vinh, while other 
Oriskany fliers attacked a stor- 
age area 39 miles to the south/ 
The Command said they caused 
five explosions and a huge fire 
at the fuel depot, and at the 
storage area destroyed more 
than 100 supply crates and 
damaged another 100. 


A third target was the Cam 


Pha fuel depot 37 miles north- 
east of Haiphong. The Com- 
mand said pilots from the Mid- 
way destroyed 
four supply 


buildings there and touched off 
a large explosion and a fire. 


In South Vietnam, Commu- 


nist forces rained rockets into 
the big air base at Bien Hoa 
during the night and carried 
out a series of hit-and-run ter- 
ror and sabotage attacks at 
scattered points. 


The Saigon command said 15 


Vietnamese were killed and 51 
were wounded in the attacks. 
One 
American 
also 
was 


wounded, and eight U.S. and 
South Vietnamese planes were 
destroyed or damaged at Bien 
Hoa. 
Two-thirds of the Viet- 


namese casualties were civil- 
ians. 


Two Marine squadrons of A4 


bombers and an Air Force 
squadron of A37 bombers are 
stationed at Bien Hoa, or 50 to 
60 planes. They support ground 
operations in the southern half 
of South Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia. 


Bien Hoa is also used as a 


forward operating base for 
scores of American jets based 
in Thailand. They refuel, rearm 
and receive maintenance at 
Bien Hoa. 


It was the second time this 


month the base had been 
shelled. An 86-round rocket bar- 
rage on Aug. 1 killed one Amer- 
ican Marine and one Vietnam- 
ese, wounded 31 Americans and 
24 Vietnamese and damaged 
two Marine A4 jets. 


The only major fighting re- 


ported was at Quang Tri, on 
the northern front, where a 
stalemated battle has been tak- 
ing a heavy toll on both sides 
for the past two months. 


The 
Saigon 
Command 


claimed 119 North Vietnamese 
troops were killed at Quang Tri 
Wednesday and 53 weapons 
were captured. It said more 
than 800 rounds of artillery and 
mortar fire hit South Vietnam- 
ese positions, and total govern- 
ment casualties were 12 killed 
and 32 wounded. 


In Cambodia, a relief column 


suffered more than 100 casu- 


alties fighting its way into a 
town 50 miles south of Phnom 
Penh that had been under siege 
for a week.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I read an 


article by you on tips to 
combat s t o m a c h acid. It 
seemed to fit my condition 
perfectly. I've had X rays 
taken and received a report 
of only a "pre-ulcer condi- 
tion." Many of my friends 
with ulcers drink a little 
milk or cream and seem to 
get r e 1 i e f. In my case it 
seems to make the pain in 
my stomach worse. I've tried 
to follow an ulcer diet, but I 
don't get any relief. Do you 
have any suggestions for 
me? 


Dear Reader—I'm always 


suspicious when a patient 
tells me that he has been on 
a bland diet or the type of 
diet that is normally given 
for ulcer patients and his 
condition is actually made 
worse. Not infrequently, 
these are the people who 
have trouble with milk tol- 
erance. They cannot digest 
the milk sugar. When this 
happens, the milk sugar 
stays in the digestive tract 
and acts s o m e w h a t like a 
chemical laxative, causing 
gas, distention, 
sometimes 


diarrhea and irritates the 
digestive tract in general. 
The best way to find out if 
this is the case is merely to 
stop using all dairy prod- 
ucts long enough to find out 
if this is true. If so, the cure 
then is not the usual ulcer 
treatment, but staying away 
from all milk products and 
anything containing milk. 


Such individuals will still 


need the c a l c i u m that's 
found in milk. I recommend 
that these people try to find 
a soybean milk replacement 
that has been fortified with 


the same amount of calcium 
that's normally present in 
milk. If you can't find it in 
your grocery store, it can 
usually be found In health 
food stores. 


The other problem which 


can be confused with ordi- 
nary ulcer pain is the low 
blood sugar problem. (Indi- 
viduals whose blood sugar 
drops sharply often have1: 
ulcer symptoms. The reason 
is that the same mechanism 
that causes excess insulin 
to be poured out from the 
pa ncreas that causes the 
low blood sugar also stimu- 
lates the stomach to pour 
out acid pepsin juice. 


Milk, with its milk sugar, 


and some other products 
thai people might eat on an 
ulcer diet actually aggra- 
vate the low blood sugar 
problem. These individuals 
are often best treated by 
avoiding sweets, milk, sweet 
drinks of any sort, including 
particularly hot, sweetened 
coffee, and directing their 
dietary p r o g r a m toward 
vegetables, cereals, meats 
and beans. They s h o u l d 
avoid foods with lots of 
sugar such as fruits, sweets, 
baked products, including 
pies, cakes and any sweet 
rolls. In both instances the 
best way I know to find out 
if this is the problem is to 
test yourself along the lines 
just suggested.

half to pull out a 61-54 triumph 
over Brazil. 


The victory was the fourth 


for the Yanks, now undefeated 
in 59 contests stretching back 
to the 1936 Berlin Games, when 
the sport was introduced to the 
Olympics.

available for world-wide use.

versed itself, reinstating the 
pole. On Wednesday the feder- 
ation reversed itself again.

Meat price break is expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cat- 


tlemen are angry and 
con- 


sumers skeptical, but govern- 
ment and meat industry offi- 
cials say housewives soon will 
get a price break at the meat 
counter. 


The Department of Agricul- 


ture said Wednesday prices for 
cattle at market dipped in Au- 
gust for the first time in four 
months, although there has 
been no official indication that 
retail prices have followed suit. 


The USDA said cattle prices 


were down $1.10 per one hun- 
dred pounds on the hoof from 
the record high of $34.60 in 
July. There ao are 18 per cent 
more cattle being fattened now 
than a year ago, which means 
a bigger supply by fall, it said. 


John A. Copeland, chairman 


of the National Livestock and 
Meat Board in Chicago, said 


the declining prices at the mar- 
ket level should be passed on at 
supermarkets in the coming 
months. 


But Iowa cattleman Bert Ea- 


son Jr. said here that cattle- 
men are "irritated, frustrated 
and upset" over the slump in 
meat prices. 


He told a news conference 


that the cattlemen are the ones 
absorbing the burden of the 
lower wholesale costs and that 
consumers would now be pay- 
ing 12.9 cents a pound less for 
beef if the lower farm prices 
had been passed on. 


Farm prices overall in Au- 


gust averaged one per cent 
higher than in July, and were 
at an all-time high, the USDA 
said. 


Wheat was at a six-year high, 


averaging $1.51 per bushel, 
nearly 20 cents above July and 


23 cents more than a year af*. 
The wheat market hat biiJI 
strained by the sale of «•» 
fourth of the U.S. grain crof> t* 
the Soviet Union. 


Government analysts stand 


by earlier predictions that frt* 
eery prices this year wuljbg 
only about 4 per cent high* 
than in 1971. That would hi 
more than the 2.4 per cent to* 
crease last year, but leas *an 
in some other recent years. 


Prices also were up in Augiat 


for milk, hogs, lettuce and 
grapefruit, the USDA said. De- 
clines were noted in broflar 
chickens and eggs, celery, 
sweet potatoes, strawberries 
and oranges. 


The Department said prices 


for pork, the number two meat 
in the country, were up in Au- 
gust and probably will continue 
rising.

Judging judges 
part of the job 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


California commission which 
recommended the fifing of a 
Los Angeles judge this week is 
the nation's pioneering agency 
in policing judicial competency 
and conduct. 


The California Commission 


on Judicial Qualifications was 
created by a constitutional 
amendment approved by a 3-1 
margin in the 1960 general elec- 
tion. 


Part of the California plan 


conceived by retired California 
Chief Justice Phil S. Gibson to 
assure confidence in judicial in- 
tegrity, it has become a model 
adopted by 25 states. 


The nine-member commission 


recommended Tuesday that the 
California Supreme Court re- 
move Los Angeles Municipal 
Court Judge Leland W. Geller 
from office. 


It was only the second time 


in the commission's 12-year his- 
tory that it has made a remov- 
al 
recommendation, 
which 


must be ratified by the State 
Supreme Court after briefing 
and hearing. 


The first was rejected by the 


Supreme Court eight years ago 
and that judge still is serving 
on the bench. 


But the mere fact that the 


commission exists and func- 
tions achieves substantial ef- 
fect, Justice Murray Draper of 
the State Court of Appeals here 
believes. Draper, the commis- 
sion's chairman, reported in a 
legislative hearing that seven 
judges had resigned or retired 
in the course of investigations 
during a two-year period. 


The latest commission report 


accused Geiler of prejudice and 
bias against the public defend- 
er's office. It charged that, in 
one case, the judge jabbed an 
electric prod into a public de- 
fender's buttocks to discourage 
the defender's efforts for his 
client. 


Geiler also was accused by 


the commission of relieving 
eight public defenders because 
they refused to plead their 
clients guilty, as the judge de- 
sired. 


Draper said the bulk of com- 


plaints against judges have no 
merit, but when complaints de- 
velop substantial evidence of 
physical or mental incapacity, 
senility or misconduct, the 
commission investigates. 


The first look is made by 


Jack E. Frankel, the commis- 
sion's executive secretary since 
its inception. If he finds the 


complaint has substance, the 
commission requests investiga- 
tors from the attorney gener- 
al's staff. 


All proceedings are 
con* 


fidential until the commission 
makes a removal or public cen- 
sure recommendation to the Su- 
preme Court, which has final 
authority. Thereafter, the case 
becomes public. 


Draper said "minor impinge- 


ments upon good judicial deco- 
rum and deportment can be 
cured informally, since almost 
every judge is anxious to rec- 
tify them when he realizes 
some fair complaint has been 
made." 


Metal deposits 
on ocean floor 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


University of Southern Califor- 
nia geologist who recently sail- 
ed on a Russian research ship 
says huge metal deposits were 
found on the ocean floor. 


The importance of the find is 


scientific rather than economic, 
said Dr. James L. Bischoff, as- 
sociate professor of geologic 
sciences. 


Extraction of the iron, mang- 


anese, copper, zinc and barium 
would not be worth the effort, 
he said, but the deposit process 
Itself to of considerable interest 
to geologists. 


The metals lie in brown mud 


more than 12,000 feet under the 
South Pacific Ocean, Bischoff 
added. They are in a strip 300 
miles wide and about 1,400 
miles long between the Gala- 
pagos Islands at the north and 
Easter Island at the south. 


Bischoff was one of the first 


American scientists to be in- 
vited on a Soviet oceanographic 
expedition. He worked with the 
crew of the research vessel 
Dmitry Mendeleev. 


The newly found metals are 


deposited on the flanks of an 
ocean floor ridge called the 
East Pacific Rise. Molten ma- 
terial is constantly ozzing up 
from the earth's interior along 
this ridge, said Bischoff, and 
the formation of the metal de- 
posits may be related to this 
process.

Bobby Fischer neors victory in match 


REYKJAVIK. Iceland (AP) 


— Bobby Fischer was only one 
point from the world chess 
championship today, and the 
big question was whether he 
would try to wrap it up in to- 
day's game or cautiously coast 
to victors' on two half-point 
draws. 
Fischer and champion Boris 


Spassky drew their 20th game 
Wednesday, giving the Ameri- 
can challenger 11*4 points to 
Spassky's 8li. 


A victory counts one point, a 


draw half a point for each play- 
er. Fischer needs 12H points to 


win the title and Spassky needs 
12 to keep ft. 


Victory for Fischer would 


take the championship away 
from the Soviet Union for the 
first tone since 1946. 


"I think Bobby will play to 


win — but be is being very 
careful now," said Miguel Quin- 
teros, an Argentinian master 
who recently joined the Ameri- 
can entourage. 


Some observers say the last 


seven games were draws be- 
cause Spassky was playing 
sound chess and not because 
Fischer's appetite for a win 


had diminished. Others be- 
lieved that having racked up 
six wins to Spassky's three in 
the first 13 games, and one of 
those Russian three a forfeit, 
Fischer felt he would prove 
nothing by taking risks. 


If this match was being 


played according to the rules 
already adopted for the 1976 
championship, Spassky would 
have lost his crown to Fischer 
on the 13th game. Under the 
new rules not yet in effect, 
draws will not count, and the 
match goes to the first player 
to win six games.
